Reds Retake Sniper Ridge 
After Rig Artillery Blast

SEOUL, Korea—Uh—A smashing Chinese infantry and artillery at- 


tack drove South Korean defenders from the main Allied position on 
Sniper Ridge tonight. 


It was the 13th time United Na- 


tions forces have been driven off 
Pinpoint Hill since the battle lor 
the Kumhwa Ridges began Oct. 14, 


The South Koreans fell back af- 


ter a five-hour battle with 1,500 
Chinese. It began with one of the 
heaviest Communist artillery bar- 
rages of the war. An American 
military adviser called it the heav- 
iest artillery concentration he had 
ever seen. 


1,000 Rounds 


Associated Press War Corre- 


spondent John Randolph, reporting 
from (the scene of the Central 
Front.'said the Communists hurled 
1,0008 rounds of mixed mortar and 
artillery fire in the first few min- 
utes of the hour-long kickoff bar- 
rage. 


Less than an hour after the first 


gun opened up, the Reds lashed 


out in a three-pronged attack that 
hit the ridge on the North, East 
and West. 


The South Koreans began with- 


drawing to their base positions on 
the outlying spurs of Sniper Ridge. 
These are the positions they have 
always been able to hold in the 
12 previous withdrawals from Pin- 
point.

infantrymen threw back Red at- 
tacks on both the Eastern and 
Western ends of the bleak, rain- 
swept Korean battleline as well as 
a company size—150 to 175 men— 
attack on Sniper Ridge.

Dixon joined communities

sure peace . Failure to provide 
adequate defense does not prevent 
attack by aggressor nations, never 
has, and never will, said Earle. 


Once Was Hope 


Armistice Day, 1918, brought re- 


joicing and thanks; four yean of 
hostilities had ended. There was 
hope for a peaceful world, he ad- 
ded. 


But, the Armistice did not abol- 


ish grasping for power. Named as 
examples were Btalin, Hitler, and 
Mussolini. 


"Strength commands respect," 


amid Earle.. •; 
,. . 


Quoting Jesus CRrist, "A strong 


man Iceepeth his house," Earle 
claimed that such is true today 
as it was then. 


"When the United States, began 


to disarm after World War. U, re- 
spect for America by other nations 
decreased in similar proportions," 
he added. 


Peace must be built on mutual 


trust, understanding, and coopera- 
tion. Proof that such a peace can 
work is provided in the example 
of Canadian, American, and Mex- 
ican relationships. There are hun- 
dreds of miles Qf undefended bor- 
ders between the three countries, 
said Earle. 


Not Rule 


American principles are based on 


liberty. America has government, 
•ot RULE. We do not seek to 
impose our system or politics on 
others, nor will be allow alien 
ideologies imposed on us, Earle 
continued. 


The American Legion stands for 


principles of mutual trust among 
nations and the maintaining of a 
strong country. If we keep these 
principles', our nation will live and 
flourish, and our strength will kee'p 
the peace, he concluded. 


Reports from 
throughout the 


world show that France and Can- 
ada joined with the United States 
in Armistice Day ceremonies of 
wreath laying, speeches, prayers, 
and patriotic music. 


In Germany, troops there were 


urged by their commanding offi- 
cer to rededicate themselves to the 
principles for which 126.000 Ameri- 
cans died in the" first world war. 
But, Armistice observances were 
subdued because Germans did not 
like to be reminded of their 1918 
defeat. 


But. writes Associated Press war 


correspondent John Randolph, "to, 
the vast majority of Americans in 
Korea, it meant as much, or a«r 
little as Memorial Day . . . that 
other national souvenir of an old 
war."

GORGAS, Ala.—«P-Govemment scientists have produced synthesis 


gas from coal burned underground. It is a synthetic gas from which' 
chemists can make gasoline, other fuels And various synthetic 
chemicals. 


The success of this phase of the 


experiment, disclosed today, cli- 
maxes a six-year series of tests 
here in gasification of coal—the 
famed minlng-by-fire experiment 
conducted by the Bureau of Mines 
In co-operation with the Alabama 
power company. 


Widens Uses 


It could mean the ultimate use 


of millions of tons' of coal now 
left in the ground because mining 
by present methods is considered 
too costly for these deposits. 


This is the first time in the 


United States that synthesis gas 
has been made in appreciable 


quantities from coal burning in its 
natural seam. 


It was made by pumping oxygen 


over a burning mass of coal about 
200 feet underground in a practi- 
cal application of laboratory ex- 
periments of the past. 


Final evaluation awaits In In- 


tensive study by the Bureau of 
Mines. But scientists who directed 
or observed the experiment are 
confident that within the, lifetime 
of most persons today the proce- 
dure* developed here will be put 
to commercial use.

If your children have been eating 


toe much in-between meal food 
and the teacher states that they 
are comitur to school tired and 
listless, perhaps an experiment 
described in the November (sue of 
Successful Farming magazine will 
illustrate how they can be helped. 


• One teacher helped the children 
in her classroom to better eating 
habits with the aid of two guinea 
pigs. ForlO days, the students in 
her room fed one of the guinea 
pigs only rabbit pellets and water. 
The other pig was fed pellets and 
water plus fresh vegetable*, cab- 
bage, carrots and spinach and or- 
ange juice «nd tomato Juice. 


Within 10 days, the pig who had 


been fed only rabbit pellets had 
shown a definite loss of weight, was 
restless and did much ' more 
squealing than did his restless rel- 
ative. To make sure that the ex- 
periment was valid, the diets for 
the two pigs were changed in the 
next 10 days and the other pig 
showed a rapid loss of weight.

• tering of shrubs and trees around the home if they are to go 
I through the Winter months without injury, according to the 
; American Association of Nurserymen. Especially evergreens 
I require several thorough soakings. Evergreens require wa- 
; ter all winter long. 


Long established shrubs can stand lack of Water better 


• than those planted within the last two years, but all ever- 
• greens should have several complete soakings with water at 
• weekly intervals for the next month or so, even though there 
' may'be frost in the ground. Light rains will not solve the 
""problem. It would take about three solid days of rain to give 
• shrubs sufficient water to last into the winter months.

Shrubs and trees that have lost their leaves likewise 


• should be watered as root activity continues after the leaves

There are device* 
now on the market designed for 
year-'round use in the home for 
killing flies, moths and other in* 
sects, using this gas. The claim 
is that the gas is harmless, but I 
should like information on this.

A—This subject has been studied 


and reported on by the Commit- 
tee on Pesticides of the American 
Medical Association. In summary 
of the rather lengthy reports of 
that committee It can be stated, 
that there have been few reports 
of human poisoning from the use of 
llndaae gas (technical benzene hex- 
achloride). 


In other words, the ga» can be 


considered as relatively harmless 
to human beings, but not complete' 
ly so if the concentration hi the 
air breathed in is high enough. 


With regard to the use in the 


home of electrlc'dtapenftera of this 
gas, it haw been considered Import- 
ant by the Innecticlde Division of 
the" United States Department of 
Agriculture and other 
agencies 


that they should Include protective 
device* which will control the 
amount of gas or other Insecticide 
liberated into the air in order to 
avoid too high a concentration.

crop last summer. It was those 
warm nights during the June hot 
spell.

F. W. Went, professor of plant 
physiology at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology. 


Went, who is in charge of the 


institute's elaborate plant research 
laboratory, said experiments have 
shown that an abundant crop re- 
quires just the right temperature 
at night during fertilization.

Justice Jackson Says American Reports 
On Katyn Forest Massacre Concealed 


WASHINGTON-WI 
Supreme 


Court Justice Robert H. Jackson 
told congressional Investigators to- 
day as chief prosecutor at the Nu- 
remberg trials he never received 
American documents blaming Rus- 
sia for the Katyn Forest massa- 
cre. 


Jackson testified before a spe- 


cial House committee trying to de- 
cide whether American officials in 
an effort to avoid disrupting war- 
time relations with Moscow, sup- 
pressed information that Russians 
were responsible for Katyn. 


Jackson said despite a lack of 


evidence he* was reluctant to agree 
to a Soviet demand that the Nu- 


remberg War Crimes Court charge killed the Poles in the spring of 
Germans with the slaughter of 15,- 
000 Polish officers and intellectuals 
at Katyn Forest in Western Rus- 
sia. 


No Usable Evidence 


"We did not learn of any usable 


evidence in American possession," 
Jackson said. He added that dur- 
ing the trials he knew nothing of 
reports by Col. John H. Van Vliet 
jr., or two oiner American offio 
ers, who had officially told Wash 
ington that the Soviets were re 
sponsible for Katyn.

Donald Stew- 
ait, or two reports made on Katyn 
by Col. 
Stanislaw 
Siemansky, 


American liaison officer with the 
Polish Army being formed to fight 
with the Allies.

heard evidence on Katyn. in which 
the Nazi were blamed, on July 1 
and 2 of 1946. Each side was lim- 
ted to three witnesses and when 
the Soviets asked to present more 
oral testimony, the tribunal re- 
used to hear further evidence and 
the Katyn phase of the war trials 
was dropped without any convic- 
ions. Jackson testified he thought 
the decision

basketball season begins. They've been used to entering a 
game for a few plays, then returning to the beach when the . 
ball changed bands to regain their wind and to rest aa long aa 
the ball remained In control of the same team. 
WHEN PLAYERS aren't In a game for a whole half or even a 


quarter they naturally don't develop the extent of conditioning that 
amount of playing takes. 


But basketball Is still a game In which each member of a 


team often plays a complete quarter or half. And basketball 
coaches are finding that their athlete* who played football are 
not physically capable of playing that long. 
AS A RESULT many basketball coaches are frowning upon ath- 


letes participating both in football and basketball. If they are on the 
football squad they can't start basketball practice until after the grid 
season has closed, usually two or three weeks after cage practice 
begins.
